In a televised news conference Thursday night, Nixon said U.S. force 
must remain in the South as long as the North holds American prisoners. 
And he vigorously defended Secretary of State William P. Rogers "m y 
oldest and closest friend in the Cabinet" against a charge by Sen. Stuart 
Symington, D-Mo., that Rogers had lost his role to Henry Kissinger, the 
President's national-secxirity-affairsadviser 
"1 think Sen Symington's attack upon the secretary frankly was a cheap 
shot," Nixon mid, adding that he wasn't condemning Symington flbr his 
statement in the Senate Tuesday. 
"As to whether either Secretary Rogers or Dr. Kissinger is the top 
adviser, as to who is on first," Nixon said, " th e answer to that of course is 
vefW amply that the secretary of state is always the chief foreign-policy 
adviser and the chief foreignpoiicy spokesman of the administration." 
The Indochina war dominated the half-hour news session devoted to 
foreign affairs. The President went to some length in pronouncing the Laos 
operation a success. 
U.S. troop withdrawals have been averaging roughly 12,000 a m onth since 
Nixon began reducing the 543,500-man U.S. force in mid-1%9 Hy May 1 the 
U.S. force remaining in South Vietnam Is slated to he dow n to 284,000, and 
the Premdent plans to announce further withdrawals next month. 
"Our troop-withdrawal schedule will go forward at least at the present 
rate," Nixon said. 
He said the U.S. commander in Vietnam, Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 


"tells me that in both Laos and in Cambodia his evaluation after three weeks 
o f fighting is that to use his term s the South Vietnamese hy themselves 
can hack it .... 
“ This means that our withdrawal program, our Vie to am i/a'ion program 
is a success, and can continue on schedule, and we trust even ahead of 
schedule assuming there is more progress in Laos " 
Nixon said Abrams reported the South Vutnam««* units in Laos already 
have cut North Vietnamese southbound truck traffic by 55 per cent, "which 
means that those trucks that do not go South will not carry the arms and 
the men that will Ire killing Americans." 
While some television com m entators have kept, up a drumbeat of 
criticism, Nixon said without naming anyone, the aim of the Cambodian and 
l^otian operations has been to reduce U.S. forces and casualties and "that is 
exactly what this administration has done. 
"We a re going to continue to reduce our forces, and we are getting out of 
Vietnam in a way that Vietnam will be able to defend itself,' he said. 
Nixon portrayed talk by South Vietnamese President Nguyen Van Thieu 
of possibly invading North Vietnam as natural for the leader of a country 
under invasion. Hut he drew limits on W'hat the United Slates might do. 
"We will have no ground forces in North Vietnam, in Cambodia or in 
I a io s " outside of rescuers for fliers or prisoners, Nixon said. He said U.S. 
airpower 
will be used against the North, against threatening missile sites 
and against military targets where increased infiltration endangers remaining 
U.S. forces 
Hut no plan for U.S. air support of a South Vietnamese invasion of the 
North "is under consideration in this government1' o r has been proposed to 


Washington by Thieu, he said. 
Without disclosing what the action will be, Nixon said the United States 
is "prepared to take the protective reaction measures which will deal very 
effectively with" missile tales recently firing at U.S. planes in l^aos. 
Nixon again steered clear of a deadline when all U.S. troops will be o u t 
of Vietnam. Nor did he say how big a force might remain in the South as 
long as the North holds U.S. prisoners of war 
His goal, he said, remains withdrawal 
of all U.S. 
tore** through 
negotiation or through South Vietnam taking over their role Keeping some 
troops in the South until the prisoners are freed "is the least we can 
negotiate for." 


On other issues, Nixon said: 
The United States hopes the Mideast cease-fire, now due to end 
Sunday, will lie extended "either by agreement or de facto." Washington 
will not impose a settlement on the Mideast, but will continue to keep a 
balance of power there and will be prepared to join other major powers 
including Russia in guaranteeing Israel's border security.

T h is boredom o f m arriage, how ever, is not nearly so dangerous 
a

upon the w ife, w ho is alm ost alw ays the m ore intelligent o f the 
pair; in the case of the husband jts pains are usually lightened by 
that 
sentim entality 
w ith 
w hich 
men 
dilute the disagreeable, 
particu larly in marriage. M oreover, the average m ale gets his living 
b y such depressing devices that boredom becom es a sort o f natural 
state to him . A m an w ho spends six or oigh hours a day acting as 
teller in a bank, or sitting upon the bench of a court, or looking to 
the inexpressibly trivial details o f some process o f m anufacturing, 
or w riting 
im becile 
articles for a 
newspaper, or managing a 
tram w ay, or adm inistering ineffective m edicines to stupid and 
uninteresting patients — a m an so engaged during all his hours o f 
labour, w hich m eans a norm al, typical m an, is surely not one to be 
oppressed u nduly b y the dull round o f dom esticity. His w ife m ay 
bore 
him 
hopelessly 
as mistress, just 
as any 
other 
mistress 
inevitably bores a m an (though surely not so q u ick ly and so 
p ain fu lly as a lover bores a w o m an ), but she is not apt to bore him 
st) badly in her other capacities. W hat he com m o n ly com plains 
about in her, in truth, is not that she tires him by her m on oton y, 
but that she tires him by her variety — not that she is too static, 
but that she is too dyn am ic. H e is w eary when he gets hom e, and 
asks o n ly the dull peace o f a hog in a com fortable sty. T h is peace is 
broken by the greater restlessness o f his w ife, the fruit o f her 
greater intellectual resilience and curiosity. 
O f far m ore p otency as a cause o f connubial discord is the 
general in efficien cy o f a w om an at the business ot what is called 
keeping house — a businessfounded upon a com plex of trivial 
technicalities.

regard marriage. In this sentim entality lie the germs of most ot the 
evils w hich beset the in stitu tion in C hristendom , and particu larly

sentim ent 
is alw ays carried

inordinate lengths. Having abandoned the m ediaeval concept of 
w om an as tem ptress, the m en o f the N ordic race have revived the 
correlative m ediaeval concept o f w om an as angel, and to bolster up 
that character th ey have created for her a vast and growing mass o f 
im m unities, culm inating o f late years in the astounding doctrine 
that, under the contract o f m arriage, all the duties lie upon the 
m an and all the privileges appertain to the w om an. In part this 
doctrine has been estblished by the intellectual enterprise and 
audacity o f w om an. Bit by bit, playing upon m asculine stu pidity, 
sentim entality and luck o f strategical sense, they have form ulated it, 
developed it, and entrenched it in custom and law. But in other 
part it is the plain product o f the donkeyish va n ity w hich m akes 
almost every m an view the practical incapacity of his w ite as, in 
some vague w ay, a 
tribute 
to 
Ins ow n high m ightiness and 
consideration. W hatever his revo lt against her im m ediate indolence 
and efficien cy, his ideal is nearly alw ays a situation in w hich she 
w ill figure as a m agnificent drone, a sort o f empress w ithout 
p o rtfo lio , entirely discharged from ever\ unpleasant labour and 
responsibility.

Geographically, the youth church movement is strongest 
on the West Coast, particularly California where the main­ 
line denominations are in sharp decline and the secular 
society has set in like concrete over gravel In the middle 
of this freeway culture, landscaped by muscle beach, is a 
flourishing Christian underground that keeps surfacing.

Instead, with the sledge of gospel truth, He shattered much in our 
so-called cultivative technique, led the woman to saving faith, and 
started an evangelistic outreach campaign all in one afternoon. 


Also, we might just he tempted to bargain with God on who is 
going to do what. Suppose we should say, “ I would rather cultivate. 
Lord, you sow.” God commands belivers to sow the seed with the 
promise that He will use the dynamite within the gospel to prepare 
the seed bed. Trying to reverse the responsibilities impugns thee 
wisdom of God and displays our selfishness and carelessness in 
spiritual I matters. 


Cultivate evangelism in the Bilde is that where people speak 
C od ’s message of redeeming love and He cultivates within the heart 
simultaneously. Any other version is subject to Satin’s manipulation.

In a televised news conference Thursday night, Nixon said U.S. force 
must remain in the South as long m the North holds American prisoners. 
And he vigorously defended Secretary of State William P. Rogers ‘‘my 
oldest and closest friend in the C abinet" against a charge by Sen. Stuart 
Sym ington, D-Mo., that Rogers had lost his role to Henry Kissinger, the 
President’s national-security-affairs adviser 
"I think Sen Sym ington's attack upon the secretary frankly was a cheap 
shot, 
Nixon siid, adding that he wasn’t condemning Symington ftir his 
statem ent in the Senate Tuesday. 
As to w hether either Secretary Rogers or Dr. Kissinger is the top 
adviser, as to who is on first," Nixon said, "th e answer to that of course is 
viaw am ply that the secretary <>f slate is always the chief foreign policy 
adviser and the chief foreign policy spokesman of the ad m inistration." 
The Indochina war dom inated the half hour news session devoted to 
foreign affairs. The President went to some length in pronouncing the Laos 
operation a success. 
U.S. troop withdraw als have been averaging roughlv 12,000 a m onth since 
Nixon tiegan reducing the 543,500-man U.S. force in m id-1969 By May 1 the 
U.S. force remaining in South Vietnam is slated to be dow n to 2H4.000, and 
the President plans to announce further withdrawals next m onth 
"O ur troop-withdrawai schedule will go forward at least at the present 
rate," Nixon said.

T h is boredom o f m arriage, however, is not nearly so dangerous 
a

upon the w ife, w ho is alm ost alw ays the m ore intelligent o f the 
pair; in the case of the husband its pains are usually lightened by

sentim entality 
w ith 
w hich 
men 
dilute 
the disagreeable, 
particu larly in marriage. M oreover, the average male gets his living 
by such depressing devices that boredom becom es a sort o f natural 
state to him . A man w ho spends six or eigh hours a day acting as 
teller in a bank, or sitting upon the bench o f a court, or looking to 
the inexpressibly trivial details o f some process o f m anufacturing, 
or w riting 
im becile 
articles for a 
newspaper, or managing a 
tram w ay, or adm inistering ineffective m edicines to stupid and 
uninteresting patients 
a man so engaged during all his hours o f 
labour, w hich means a norm al, typical m an, is surely not one to be 
oppressed unduly by the dull round o f dom esticity. His w ife m ay 
bore 
him 
hopelessly 
as mistress, just

that, under the contract o f m arriage, all the duties lie upon the 
m an and all the privileges appertain to the w om an. In part this 
doctrine has been estblished by the intellectual enterprise and 
au dacity o f wom an. Bit by bit, playing upon m asculine stupidity, 
sentim entality and lack o f strategical sense, thpy have form ulated it, 
developed it, and entrenched it in custom and law But in other

The generation gap between young people and older 
adults is most clearly seen in the church The life style 
and the world view of many young people will not permit 
them emotionally to attend, support or shore up the destiny

Youths are puzzled by the church's quaint, irrelevant 
groups ind organizations They are put otf by its music 
and some othei-century liturgy They are angered by its 
soaring rhetoric and sinking performance. Too often they

to a major college or university The leadership for these 
small, underground youth churches comes from college 
chaplains, pastors under 30. and seminarians who know 
the score about peace. Black Power and ecology. 
The whole youth church scene is so fluid and unstruc­

presence and purpose 
While u has no national leadership 
and no major personality in charge, it draws together on 
issues, events and opportunities. 
Geographically, the youth church movement is strongest 
on the West Coast, particularly California where the main­ 
line denominations are in sharp decline and the secular 
society has set in like concrete over gravel In the middle 
of this freeway culture, landscaped by muscle beach, is a 
flourishing Christian underground that keeps surfacing 
And the “ Hollywood Free Paper” is its prophet.

Instead, with the sledge of gospel truth, He shattered much in our 
so-called cultivative technique, led the woman to saving faith, and 
started an evangelistic outreach campaign all in one afternoon. 


Also, we might just be tempted t«> bargain with God on who is 
going to do what. Suppose we should say, “ I would rather cultivate. 
Lord, you sow.” God commands helivers to sow tin* seed with the 
promise that He will use the dynamite within the gospel to prepare 
the seed bed. Trying to reverse th** responsibilities impugns thee 
wisdom of God and displays our selfishness and carelessness in 
spiritual I matters.

G od’s message of redeeming love and He cultivates within tin* heart 
simultaneously.
